“"Among the most common compll-
catlons and sequels of the diseases
which are prevalent during the cold
weather season, especlally among
children are’ diseases of the ear,”
siys Dr, Neff,, “"The ear may be at-
tacked by any of the diseases which
affect the lining membrane of the
nose and throat such as colds,
grippe, scarlet fever, measles and
diphtherin,

“Enlarged tonsils and adenolds in-
terfere with the health of the ears
and are a common cause of impaired
hearing among children, Less than
two-thirds of ear defects found in
our schoolechildren are corrected in
response to recommendations made
to parents by the school medleal in-
spectors,

“The sense of hearing 18 80 impeor-
tant to the progresg of the child in
school and to his efMeiency In after
lite that no time should be lost in
giving any disease or defect found in
hig ears the best medical attention
avallable. In most cages hearlug can
be saved or greatly improved by ap-
propriate treatment administered in
time, whereas, the condition, if neg-
lected, may grow rapldly worse and
end in permanent deafness, or, in the
case of running ears, In addition to
deafness, may be a constant dapger
to the life of the child,

“The observance of the following
‘don’ts’ will necomplish much for the
conservation of hearing.

“Don't neglect an enr in which the
hearing Is failling. The trouble may
be cured or kept from getting worse
before complete deafness sets in,

“Don't neglect adenolds, & com-
mon cause of defective hearing.

“Don't force digease into the ears
by blowing the nose too hard while
the nostrils are belng held partly
cloged. Always blow the nose gent-
Iy, one nostril al a time.

"Don't plek the ears or put instru-
ments of any kind, such as tooth-
pioks, halrpins, earspoons and the
ke, Into the ¢annl of the ear.”
